One  can  learn  a great  deal  from  the  people  of  the  Blue 
Ridge.  The  log  cabin  in  the  picture  is  very  typical  of  many  of 
the  homes  in  the  mountains.  You  will  notice  they  have  a young 
fruit  tree  in  the  yard.  If  you  are  ever  there,  you  can  rest  assured 
that  you  will  always  be  welcome  regardless  of  the  circumstances. 

About  July  15th  this  year  my  family  and  I drove  to  Western 
Nebraska,  going  over  the  Detroit-Lincoln-Denver  Highway  and 
returned  over  the  Lincoln  Highway.

Every  farm  owner  should  grow  a good  assortment  of  fruit,  ample  for  family  use,  in  all  the  hardy 
varieties  of  trees  and  small  fruits.  They  can  be  easily  grown,  requiring  only  good  cultivation 
and  occasional  spraying.  The  production  will  be  greatly  increased  by  spraying  most  varieties. 
Thie  same  cultivation  given  the  corn  crop  will  produce  splendid  results  with  fruit.  If  a surplus  is 
grown,  there  is  a ready  home  market  at  good  prices.

In  Iowa  there  was  an  average  decrease  of  59%  in  1920  of  young  fruit  trees  consisting  of  Apples, 
Cherries,  Pears,  Plums  and  Prunes  not  yet  of  bearing  age  of  the  number  of  similar  trees  in  1910.

CHERRY  43.2%  decrease 

PEAR  71.6%  decrease 

PLUM  AND  PRUNE 61.2%  decrease

PLANTING,  PRUNING,  WINTER 
PROTECTION 

After  planting  cut  back  to  within  four  or  five 
Inches  from  body  and  hill  up  well  with  mellow 
soil.  We  ship  all  roses,  unless  otherwise  di- 
rected, with  tops  cut  back  to  about  eight  to 
twelve  inches  in  length.  For  all  bush  roses, 
except  the  hardiest  kinds  such  as  Rugosas,  Per- 
sian Yellow,  etc.,  when  freezing  weather  begins, 
draw  four  to  six  inches  of  soil  around  each 
plant  and  when  hard  freezing  begins,  mulch 
with  about  three  inches  of  coarse,  strawy  ma- 
nure, leaving  this  on  until  growth  starts  in  the 
spring.  By  following  this  method,  if  tops  are 
killed  back  the  plants  will  make  a vigorous 
growth  of  new  wood  and  bloom  freely.  We 
recommend  cutting  back  one-half  or  more  of  the 
previous  year’s  growth  on  all  bush  roses.  Plant 
fifteen  to  eighteen  inches  apart  in  good  mellow 
soil,  two  to  three  inches  deeper  than  plants 
stood  in  nursery.  Keep  well  cultivated  and 
water  freely  during  dry  weather.

It  is 
common  knowledge  that  many  of  our  soils  are  already  so  in- 
fertile as  to  be  unprofitable  and  no  longer  cultivated.  These 
«oils  need  nitrogen  and  organic  matter.  The  only  economical 
means  of  restoring  them  so  as  to  make  production  profitable 
is  by  growing  clover  on  them.  Clover  (legume)  is  the  one 
#lant  that  can  take  the  inexhaustible  supply  of  nitrogen  from 
'he  air,  assimilate  it  for  its  own  purposes  and  render  it  avail- 
able to  other  plants.  The  logical  clover  to  use  is  that  one 
which  makes  the  greatest  growth  In  the  shortest  time.  Hu- 
bam Clover  makes  a much  greater  growth  in  100  days  than 
Red  Clover  or  Biennial  Sweet  Clover  does  In  a year. 

When  seeded  with  small  grain  like  oats  or  wheat  Hubam 
vlll  make  a heavy  growth  to  plow  under  in  the  fall.  Planted 
with  wheat  it  made  a growth  of  2%  to  3 feet  after  the  grain 
was  cut  while  the  Medium  Red  did  not  cover  the  wheat

When  grown  as  a green  manure  it  should  be  sown  either 
broadcast  or  drilled  in,  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other 
clover.  The  rate  of  seeding  is  12  to  14  pounds  to  the  acre, 
[f  left  to  mature,  it  will  reseed  itself  but  will  not  come  up 
from  the  roots. 

Second,  as  a Pasture  Plant — Occupying  |th  important  place 
as  an  emergency  hay  crop,  unsurpassed  1,8  a green  manure 
crop,  the  fact  that  it  is  one  of  the  most^-nutritious  pasture 
olants  makes  it  especially  valuable  for.  cattle,  sheep  and  horses.
